Record With People. 

“T am now going to begin to tell 
the story from day to day, from week 
to week at any rate until the election 
is over, and having done so I am 
willing to put my. record in the bands 
of the people. I have served them 
well, Honestly and sincerely, and with 
one dominant purpose, namely, to 
serve my native land to the best of 
my. ability. ... : 

“Governments can win wars and 
lose wars. What do I mean by that? 
Governments can’ make it possible for 
our gallant soldiers and sailors to win 
victory. Governments can make if im- 
possible for the most gallant soldiers 
and sailors ever to win. The only 
claim I put forward on behalf of the 
late government is that it did oeerr- 
thing a government could do to enable 
our soldiers and sailors to. win the 
war. 

“Governments can organize material 
resources and resources in men, They 
can organized the nation at home and 
face and sustain their responsibilities. 
If there is fdilure at home it means 
failure onthe battlefield. Losses of 
morale ft home is always reflected 
on the battlefield. They were closely 
related in the war, and stories at home 
affected the soldiers in the field. 

Germans Brave. 

“That is one reason why Germany 
broke down. Their soldiers were brave. 
Let us recognize an enemy’s courage. 
But they heard stories of starvation, 
privation and misery at home. That 
undermined their spirits and courage, 

“It was vital for the ministers here 
to sustain a spirit which would clear 
the road to victory. I claim this gov- 
ernment did everything a government 
could do for that purpose. We did 
our best to promote unity at home and 
among the forces, so as to enable the 
full strength of the allies to be con- 
centrated at the right point and at 
the right moment, and, as a matter 
of fact, the leading part in promoting 
that unity was taken.” 

Mr. Lloyd George declared the reso- 
lution forming the basis on which the 
league of nations was built was moved

by the British delegation at the peace 
conference, of which he was the head. 
Declaring the treaty of Versailles had 
become the charter of liberty to tens 
of millions of people today, and point- 
ing out that its first clauses had 
established the league of nations, Mr. 
Lloyd George said of that treaty: 


Liberated Races. 


“Tt restored Alsace and Lorraine to 
France. It restored the Italian prov- 
inces north of Italy to Italy. These 
questions, which were a kind of tumor 
in the constitution of Europe and a 
source of irritation an inflammation, 
were removed. We liberated a number 
of races which for centuries otherwise 
would be under the rule of the op- 
pressom In central and southern Eu- 
rope populations which numbered in 
the aggregate 20,000,000 were freed by 
one great act prepared in Paris and 
signed at Versailles which has given 
a charter of freedom to millions of 
people.

Havé Balanced Budget. 

Mr. Lioyd George then took up the 
subject of the re-establishment of the 
national credit, pointing out that the 
British were the only people in Eu- 
rope who had completely balanced 
their budget. | 

“The one great test was the dollar. 
America has practieally received all 
the gold reserve of Europe, and Amer- 
ica was in a very prosperous condi- 
tion. Before the war, if you went to 
America, you would receive $4.86 for 
your sovereign. After the war you 
would only receive $3.20. Everything 
you bought in America cost yeu much 
more because the purchasing power 
of the sovereign had gone down. 


“We went on reducing a 
and balancing our budget. aving no 
deficiencies, .what happened. The 


credit of this country rose and rose. 
Our sovereign, instead of being $3.20 
is now $4.47. We are, just beginning 
to look the dollar in the face on 
equal terms. We need not bow the 
head. We are very nearly: where we 
were before the war. That is because 
our two chancellors of the exchequer 
Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Robert 
Horne, were men not only of capacity, 
but of real courage. They did unpip- 
ular things because they knew it was 
right. They got the soundest advice. 
and although they had been abused 
like pickpockets during the whole of 
these years they kept on steadily. The 
result is that our credit has risen and!

“I know the effect of the peace. 
Great union statesmen .took part in 
it. They will not be forgiven by the 
‘die- hards,’ but let them be of good 
cheer, for their names will be honored 
forever. (oud cheers), 


Have Saved Straits. 


“T am also glad that Great Brit- 
ain’s firmness.in the east brought re- 
newed prestige and. renewed confi- 
dence ‘to the British empire. We 
have secured the freedom of «the 
straits for which so many died. We 
have prevented the war from spread- 
ing into Europe with a repetition of 
spectacles of atrocities which would, 
have made the world shudder. That 
I claim we have done by the deter- 
mination with which we confronted 
our difficulties despite all criti¢ism. 


“I want to say offe word how all!

BY WILHELM HOHENZOLLERN 


(Former Kaiser of Germany) 
XXIX. 

In the Algeiras conference the outline of the great war was already 
visible. It is assuredly not pleasant to be forced to retreat politically, 
as we did in the Morocco matter, but Germany’s policy subordinated 
everything to the great cause of preserving the peace of the world. 

We tried to attain this end by courtesy, which was partially resented. 
I recall the journey of-my mother, the Empress Frederick, to Paris. We 
expected a tolerable godo‘ reception, since she was an Englishman prin- 
cess and went, as an artist, to be the guest of French art. Twice I vis- 
ited the Empress Eugenie—once from Aldershot at her castle of Fern- 
borough, the other time aboard her yacht, in Norwegian waters, near 
Bergen. This was°a piece of politeness that seemed to me perfectly 
natural, seeing that I happened to be very near her. When the French 
General Bonnal was in Berlin, with several officers, these gentlemen dined 
with the Second Infantry regiment. _1 was present and toasted the 
French army—something that was still out of the ordinary, but was done 
with the best intentions.: I brought French female and male artists te 
Germany. All of this sort of thing, of course, was a trifle in the great 
game of politics, but it at least showed our good-will. « 

With regard to Russia, I went to the utmost trouble. My letters}. 
published in the meantime, were naturaly never sent without the knowl+ 
edge of the imperial chancellors, but always in agreement with them and 
largely at their desire. Russia would doubtless never have got into a 
war with Germany under Alexander Ill., for he was reliable. Czar 
Nicholas was weak and vacillating; whoever had last been with him was 
right; and, naturally, it was impossible for me always to be that 
individual. 

I made every effort with this czar also, to restore the traditional 
pager between, Germany and Russia. I was moved to do so not only 


I by political reasons but by the promise which J] had made to my grand- 


father on his deathbed. 

I most urgently advised Czar Nicholas, repeatedly, to introduce lib- 
eral reforms within his country, to summon the so-called Great Duma, 
which existed and functioned even as far back as the reign of Ivan the 
Terrible. In doing so it was not my intention to interfere in Russian 
internal affairs; what I wanted was to eliminate, in the interests of Ger- 
many, the ferment going on in Russia, which had often enough been 
deflected before to foreign conflicts, as I have already described. 1 
wished to help toward eliminating at least this one phase of the internal 
situation in Russia, which threatened to cause war, and I was all the 
more’willing to make the gitort since I might thereby serve both the 


Czar and Russia. 

The Czar paid no heed to my advice, but created a new Duma in- 
stead, which was quite inadequate for coping with the situation. Had he 
summoned the old Duma he might have dealt and talked personally with 
all the representatives of his huge realm and won their confidence. 

When the Czar resolved upon war against Japan, I told him that I 
would assure him security in the rear and cause him no annoyances.

When the course taken by .the war 
did not fulfill the czar’s expectations, 
and the Russian and Japanese armies 
finally lay before each other for weeks 
without serious fighting, the young 
brother of the czar, Grand Duke 
Michael, arrived at Berlin for a visit. 
We could not quite make out what 
he wanted. Prince Bulow, who was 
then chancellor, requested me to ask 
the grand ‘duke some time how mat- 
ters really stood with Russia; he 
said that he, the prince, had received 
bad news and thought it was high 
time for Russia to bring the war to 
an end. 

I undertook this mission. The 
grand duke was visibly relieved —hen - 
I spoke to him frankly; he declared 
that things looked bad for Russta, 
I told him that it seemed to me that 
the czar ought to make peace soon, 
since what the grand duke had told 
me about the unreliability of troops 
and officers appeared to me quite as 
serious as the renewed internal agi- 
tation. 

Grand Duke Michael was grateful 
for my having given him an oppor- 
tunity to talk. He said that the 
czar was vacillating, as always, bat 
he must make peace and woulg make 
it if I advised him to do so. He 
asked me to write a few lines to the © 
czar to that effect for him to deliver. 


I drafted a letter in English to - 
Czar Nicholas, went to Bulow, told 
him what the grand duke had told 
me, and showed him the draft of my 
letter. The prince thanked me and 
found the letter suitable. The grand 
duke informed the Russian ambassa- 
‘der in Berlin, Count Osten-Sacken, 
and, | after he had repeatedly express- .

The great profit derived by Amer- 
ica from the ld war consists in 
the fact that the United States was 
able to attract to itself nearly 50 
per cent of all the gold in the worlf, 
so that now the dollar, instead of the 
English pound, determines the world’s 
exchange rate. But here also no re- 
proach is at all justified, since any 
other nation in ‘a position to do so 


would have rejoiced in attracting to 
itself this increase of gold and of 


prestige in the world’s money mar- 


i ket. It was certainly regrettable for 


us that America did not do this stroke 
of business on the side of the central 
powers. 

But just as Germany objects with 
perfect . justification to having had 
her peaceful labors combated by the 
entente, not with peaceful, but with 
warlike means,’ so also she can and 
must enter constant protest—as she 


.is already trying to do by means of 


published material—against Amer 
ica’s violation of the right at the 
close of the world war... 

Personally I do not believe that 
the American people would ‘have con- 
sented to this; American women pax» 
ticularly would not have participated 
in the denial of President Wilson's 
fourteen points, if they could have 
been enlightened at that time as to 
the facts. America, more than orner 
countries, had been misled by Eng- 
lish propaganda, and thererore. allow 
ed President Wilson, who had been 
provided with unprecedented powers, 
to act on his own initiative at Paris 
—in other words, to be beaten down 
on his fourteen points. Just as Mr. 
Wilson omitted mention, Jater on, of 
the English blockade, against which 
he had protested previously, so also 
he acted with regard to his fourteen 
points, \ 


The German government had accept- 
ed Wilson's fourteen points, although 


they were severe enough. The allies 
likewise had accepted the fourteen 
points, with the exception of those on 
reparations and the freedom of the 
seas. Wilson had guaranteed the four- 
teen points,

Only those expressing the entente’s 
policy of violence, and even part of 
these in a greatly altered form. Rely- 
ing on Wilson’s guarantee, Germany 
evacuated the enemy territory occu- 
pied by her and surrendered her weap- 
ons—in other words, made herself de- 
fenseless. In this blind confidence and 
the’ abandonment of the fourteen 
points on the one side, and in the out- 
break of the German revolution on the 
other, lies the key to our present con- 
dition. a: 

According to Turner, the fourteen 
points, as far back as the drawing up 
of the armistice terms, were, to Wil- 
son, no more than a means of making 
Germany lay down her arms; as soon 


as this end was achieved he dropped 
them. 


Already a very targe part of the 
American people has arrayed itself 
against Mr. Wilson and is unwilling 
to be discredited along with him. I 
am not dreaming of. spontaneous 
American help for Germany; all I 
count upon is the sober acknowledg- 
ment by the American people that it 
has to make good the gigantic wrong 
done Germany by its formér president. 
For the atmosphere of a victory does 
not last forever, and later on, not only 
in Germany, but elsewhere, people will 
remember the unreliability of the 
American president and look upon it 
as American unreliability. 

That is not a good thing, however, 
for the American people. To have the 
policy of a nation branded with the 
stigma of unreliability is not advanta- 
geous. When judgment is passed here- 
after on American policy people will 
forget. that Mr. Wilson, unversed in 
the ways of the world, was trapped by 
Lloyd George and Clemenceau. 

I have met—particularly at the Kiel 
regattas—many American men and 
women whose political judgment’ and 
caution would make it impossible for 
them to approve such a flagrant breach 
of faith as was committed by Mr. 
Wilson, because of its effect on Ameri- 
ca’s political prestige. It is upon 
such consideration of national egotism, 
not upon any sort of sentimental con- 
siderations, that I base my hope that 
Germany’s burden will be lightened 
from across the ocean. 

Besides the injustice in the aban- 
donment of the fourteen points, it must 
also be remembered that Mr. Wilson 
was the first to demand of the German 
reigning dynasty that it withdraw, in 
doing which he hinted that, were such 
action taken, the German people would 
be granted a better peace. Before the 
government of Prince Max joined iu 
the demand for my abdication of the 
throne, which it based. on ‘the same 
grounds as Mr. Wilson—that Germany 
would thereby get better terms—(pre- 
vention of civil war was uséd as a sec- 
ond means of b-inging pressure on me) 
—it was in duty bound to get some 
sort of a binding guarantee from Mr. 
Wilson. In any event, the statements 


made, which became continually more 
urgent and pressing, contributed to- 


ward making 1¢ resolve to quit’, the 
country, since I was constrained to be- 
lieve that I could render my country a 
great service by so doing.

“I stbordinated my own interests and 
those of my dynasty, which certainly 
were not unimportant, and forced my- 
self, after the severest inward strug- 
gles, to acquiesce in the wish of the 
German, authorities. Later it. tran- 


ne spired that the German government 
had obtained no real guarantee. But, : 


i:. the tumultuous sequence of everts 
during those days, it was necessary for 
me to consider. the’ unequivocal and 
definite announcement of the imperial 
chancellor as authoritative. For this 


the entente demanded, through 
n, that I should abdicate is |. 
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fe rr 
appeared as an ‘aid to the entente. 
For me to have remained on the 


throne would have seemed | to the en-| 


tente more advantageous to Germany 
than my abdication. I myself agree 
with this view of the entente, now that 
it has turned out that the Max of 
Baden government had no substantial 
foundation for its declaration that my 
abdication would bring better terms to 


i my fatherland. 


I go even further and are that 
the entente would never have dared to 
offer such terms to an intact German 
empire. It woud not have dared to 
offer them to an imperial realm upon 
which the parliamentary system had 
not yet been forced, with the help of 
German utopians, at the very moment 
of its final fight for existence; to a 
realm whose monarchical government 
had not been deprived of the power to 
command its army and navy. 

In view of all this, heavy guilt also 
lies on the shoulders of the American 
ex-presidept as a result of his having 


demanded my abdication under the pre-| 


tense that it would bring Germany 
better terms. Here also we certainly 
have a point of support for the pow- 
erful lever which is destined to drag 
the treaty of Versailles from where it 
lies behind lock and key. In Germany, 
however, Mr. Wilson should never be 
confused with the American people. 

In setting forth my political prin- 
ciples in what follows I am actuated 
solely by a desire to contribute to- 
ward proving Germany’s innocence of 
having brought on the world war. 

From the outset of my reign Ger- 
man policy was based upon compro- 
mise of the differences which ‘it found 
existing between nations. In its en- 
tirety, therefore, my policy was emi- 
nently peaceful. This policy of peace- 
ful compromise became apparent in 
internal politics, at the very begin- 
ning of my reign, in the legislation 
desired: by me for the protection of 
the workers. The development of s0- 
cial legislation, which placed Ger- 
many at the head of civilized na- 
tions in the domain of governmental 
protection, was based on a like foun- 
dation. 

The fundamental idea of a policy 
of compromise went so far within 
Germany that the strength of the 


army would have remained far less 
than universal compulsory military 


service and the size of the popula- 
tion made possible. Here, as well 
as in the matter of naval construc- 
tion, the curtailments demanded by 
the reichstag were put up with by 
the crown and the government. Al- 
ready at that time the question of 
Germany's capabilities of defense was 
left to the decision of the people’s 
representatives. A nation that wish- 
ed and prepared war Would have 
adopted quite different tactics. 


Inadequate 
Preparedness. _ - 


The more apparent the entente’s 
policy of encirclement and attack. be- 
came, the more the means of protect- 
ing our welfare should have been 
strengthened for defensive reasons. 
This idea of natural and justified 
self-protection, by means of defensive 
measures against a possible hostile at- 
tack, was carried out in a wretched- 
ly inadequate manner. 

Germany’s desire for peace, in fact, 
was unable to develop this protec- 
tion by land and sea in a manner 
compatible with her financial and 
national strength and with the risk 
which our welfare was bound to run 
in case of war. Therefore, we are 
now suffering not from the conse- 
quences of the tendency toward ag- 
gression falsely imputed to us, but 
actually from the consequences of a 
well-nigh incredible love of peace and 
of blind confidence. 


The entirely different political prin- 
ciples of the entente have already 
been described by me, also our con- 
tinuous efforts to get upon friendly 
terms with the individual entente na- 
tions. 

I do not wish to ignore completely 


the less important work done by Ger- 
many, also included within the frame- 


work of politics on a large scale, 
which was always inspired by the 
same purpose; to effect compromise 
of existing points of conflict. The 
Kiel regatta brought us guests from 
all the leading nations, We sought 
compromise with the same zeal on 
the neutral territory of sport as in 
the. domain of science by means of 
exchange professors, and foreign of- 
ficers were most willingly allowed to 
inspect our army system. This lat- 


ter might be adjudged a mistake, 
now that we can look back, but, in 


any event, all these points are certain 
proofs of our honest desire to live at 
peace with all. 

Moreover, Germany did not take 
advantage of a single one of the op- 
portunities that arose for waging 
war with a sure prospect of success. 

I have already pointed out the be- 
nevolent neutrality of Germany to- 
ward Russia at the time of the Rus- 
so-Japanese war. 

At the time then England was 
deeply involved in the Boer war we 
might have fought against England 
or against France, which, at that 
time, would have been obliged to 
forego help from England. But we 
did not do so. Also, while the Rus- 
so-Japanese war was in: progress, we 
might have fought .not only ‘against 
Russia but also against France. But 
we did not do so. ; 

In addition to the seenais crisis 
already touched upon, in connection 
with which we set. aside the idea of 
going to war, we also gave evidence 
of our desire for peace by overcom- 
ing the. Bosnian crisis by diplomatic 
means. 

When one considers these plainly 
visible politieal events as a whole and 
adduces fhe declarations of entente 
statesmen, such as Poincare, Clemen- 
ceau, Isvolsky, Tardieu and others, 
one is bound to ask’ one’s self, in 
amazement, how a peace treaty, 
founded upon Germany’s guilt in hav- 
ing. brought on the world war, could 
have been drafted and put through.

Gramont, minister of forcign 
affairs, sent Ambassador Benedetti to 
visit Emperor William, who was tak-}f 
ing the cure at Ems, and demand from 
him a written promise that, in case 
Prince Leopold should change his mind 
about his withdrawal, he, William, as 
head of the family, would take issue 
against this. 

“The withdrawal of Prince Leopol 
was announced to France in a valid 
manner and officially accepted by the 
Spanish government. There could be 
no doubt as to its genuineness. Never- 
theless the Paris newspapers, almost 
without exception, clamored for war. 
Whoever, like Robert Michell in the 
Constitutionel expressed his pleasure 
at the prospects for peace and declared 
himself satisfied, was insulted on the 
street. Gambetta shouted at him: 
‘You are satisfied! What a base ex- 
pression!’ Copies of his newspapers 
were stolen from the news stands 
thrown into the river, hurled in his 
face! Emilie de Girandin wrote to 
him: “The opportunity is unique, un- 
hoped-for; if the empire misses it the 
empire is lost!" Then it was that 
preparation for the war of 1914 was 
begun.” 


Voices like this also, which are not 
unique either in France or England, 
must always be adduced as proof that 
the guilt is not ours. 
“Mistaken, But 
Not. Guilty.”’. 

Our political and diplomatic opera- 
tions in the course of decades were 
not, it must be admitted, faultlessly 
conceived or executed. But where we 
made mistakes they were caused inva- 
riably by the too great desire to.main- 
tain world peace. Such mistakes do 
not constitute guilt. 

As I mentioned elsewhere, I even 
consider the congress of Berlin a mis- 
take, for it made our relations with 
Russia worse. The congress was a 
victory for Disracli, an Anglo-Austrian 
victory over Russia, which turned Rus- 
sian anger upon Germany. Yet—think 
of all that has been done since then 
to make up with Russia! I have part- 
ly enumerated these acts. And Ris- 
marck’s sole intention in_ bringing 
about the congress of Berlin was, as I 
have pointed out, the prevention of a 
great general war. 

Chancellor von Bethmann Hollweg 
also, who hati strict orders from m2 
to maintain peace if it was at all pos- 
sible, made mistakes in 1914; as a 
statesman he was not at all adequate 
to the world crisis. But the blame for 
the war cannot be put upon us simply 
because our opponents profited by our 
mistakes. Bethmann Hollweg wished 
to avoid the war, like all of us—suffi- 


cient proof of this is to be found in 
the one act alone that he persisted, 


until the 4th of August, in his political 
inertia, negotiationg with England in 
the erroneous belief that he could keep 
England out of the entente. 

While on this subject I wish also to 
call attention to the delusion under 
which Prince Licknowsky, the German 
ambassador in London, was laboring. 
Soon after he had become ambassador, 
King George came to the é¢mbassy to 
dinner. The king’s example was fol- 
lowed automatically by the best society 
people in London, 

The prince and ‘princess were sin- 
gled. out for marked attenticns and 
exceedingly well treated. socially. 
From this the German ambassador 
drew the conclusion that our rela- 
tions with England had improved, 
until, shortly before the war,- Sir. Ed- 
ward Grey coolly informed him that 
he must draw no political conclusions 
from social favors and good treatment 
accorded to him personally. 

Nothing could give a better fnsight 
into the difference’ between the Eng- 
lish and German mentality than this, 
The German assumed social friendli-

Old Field Marshal 
Moltke, whom I respected greatly, 
had left behind him the prophetic 
warning: Woe to him who hurls the 
firebrand of war upon Europe! And I 
considered as a political legacy from 
the great chancellor the fact that 
Prince Bismarck had said that Ger- 
many must never wage a preventive 
war; that German resistance would 
be neutralized if she did.

It would be difficult for those who | 
live in the beautiful and conveniently 
appointed residences of today to pic- 
ture even in a small way the condi- 
tions that surround those who dwelt 
in the caverns and in the huge moun- ; 
tain crevices of “cave-man” days, says 
a writer in The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

“In this day of handsome modern 
apartments ‘and comfortable dwell- | 
ing houses,” the writer declares, “It | 
is interesting to reflect that the’ 
earliest human dwelling places were | 
probably natural shelter places, such | 
as caves, overhanging rocks, densely | 
interwoven foliage, etc., but the forms 
of human architecture had been de- 
veloped by the time the progress of. 
man reached the Neolithic period, and. 
these primordial residences had much : 
in common with the homes of burrow- |; 
ing animals. 

“The primitive man went down into 
the earth seeking warmth and com-: 
fort against the rigors of-the winter, | 
but the habit of living in pits must 
have been developed by man after the 
huge animals, such as the dinosaurus 
and other formidable brutes, had dis- 
appeared. from the forests. These huge 
beasts would have broken into the 
roofs of any residences that primitive 
man could have constructed, and in 


fact would have endangered him and 
his family in caves even that had thin 


roofs. 
Houses Were Round. 


“It is indicated by research also 
that man’s first houses were generally 
round in shape, and went downward 
into the earth from seven to ten feet. 
Over the tops of these pits was placed 
covers of thin interlacing boughs of 
various kinds of trees, which served 
more to protect the people from the 
elements than from wild beasts. 

“Entrance to the earliest homes was 
effected through tunnels that ran 
from the front of the structure to its 
center, and one large room, it is in- 
dicated, served for the whole family, 
as well as any domestic bedsts that 
were might have been kept. Such 
dwellings have been found in Ger- 
many as late as the first century of 
the Christian era. 

“That man has clung to the idea 
of round, or circular, construction is 
evidenced by the various kinds of 
architecture even of today. The round 
gothic windows, the circular verandas, 
the oval-shaped rooms and even circu- 
lar houses, show how the Neolithic 
architecture. has clung to mankind 
throughout the ages. 


Round Windows and Roofs. 


“The round gothic windows, the 
bee-hive houses of Ireland, the circu- 
lar mounds that were constructed by 
the American mound-builders, the 
round public building of Rome and 
various structures in which the influ- 
ence of the wheel-shaped architecture 


appears, indicates clearly that man 
has clung to this building idea 
throughout his career as a builder of 
houses. 

“And in following this round build- 
ing idea, man was carrying out one 
of the laws of nature, which never 
has ¢reated a straight line nor a 
square object or surface. All of na- 
| ture’s creations are built upon the 
round, or at least upon the curved 
plane or surface. 

“The rectangular form of building 
was man’s own idea, and he depart- 
ed from nature’s beautiful lines to 
erect the square and cubical structures 
+08 ii been so elaborated and beau- 
tified, 

“It is not believed that man’s ob- 
long or square ideas of construction 
were introduced in the interest of ap- 
pearance, but with the idea of afford- 
ing more room and greater utility. It 
is also a well-known fact that the 
construction of square buildings is 
much easier than that of round or oval 


ones. 
Round Roofs Difficult. 


“So long as the diameter of the 
house was held to within 18 to 20 
feet, the construction was not so dif- 
ficult as to be prohibitive, but when 
larger houses than that were demand- 
ed it was found necessary to adopt & 
different variety of construction than 
the round or circular house. 

“The erection of a roof for a round 
have above 20 feet in’ diameter pre- 
sented many obstacles, and as the 
sizes of the families increased and 
more room was demanded by con- 
stantly improving living conditions, 
the square structure was brought out 
because of the ease with which it 
could be erected and roofed. 

“Experiments also showed that 
buildings with square sides and sharp 
corners presented less surface to the 
pressure of the wind, making houses 
of this variety safer from the prevail- 
ing storms. This question doubtless 
required centuries: of experimenting, 
but it was the Saxons, it is believed, 
whd finally settled upon the oblong 
house as the most suitable for human 
babitation,”’

Mary Frances began feeding her 
calf June 1 on a ration of corn, oats, 
bran, cotton seed meal, hay and let 
it run on good’ pasture. The calf 
weighed 600 pounds when started. At 
present it is 101-2 months old and 
weighs 975 pounds. 
feeding and caring for the calf she 
made it gain 375 pounds or about 3 
pounds per day at a cost of 6 cents 
per pound, This type of steer will 
sell on the market today at about 11 
cents per pound. 

The calves were judged by two of 
the leading beef cattle judges of the 
south. Professor C. A. Wilson, dean 
of the College of Agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, at . Knoxville, 
Tenn., and Dr. Jernigan, head of the 
animal husbandry department of the 
Georgi# State College of Agriculture, 
judged this class. ‘ 

Under direction of EB. Thomas, 
club agent of the county, representing 
the division of extension and United 
States department of agriculture, the 
calves were fed a ration of corn, oats, 
bran and cotton seed meal with hay, 
and allowed to run on pasture. Calves 
were about 6 months old whgn started 
April 1, and weighted 450 to 500 
pounds. They have made a daily 
gain of 21-2 pounds per day. Mr. 
Thomas says that the county he 
works has 48 calf club members be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 18, who are 
feeding 55 head of baby beef calves 
for the Nashville fat stock show 
which wil be held in December. By 
this time they will average 12 months 


in age and weigh about 1,050 pounds.

ign for $250;000 for the Five Wa 
Financial deration which was defi- 
nitely decided upon Thursday eve- 
ning. The budget covers ail the 
financial requirements for the next 
twelve months of the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis association, Associated Chari- 
ties, Boy Scouts, Travelers’ Aid and 
p Ww. C. A., as Well as a slight def- 
icit that resulted from the campaign 
shdrtage of last winter. The cam- 
palgn 4s scheduled for the latter part 
of November. 


The « enenpnige committee, which 
has been appointed to work out all 
the details of organization, is headed 
by Howard Hall. 

As a beginning to a difficult task, 
that of fecting a campaign organ- 
ization, Mr. Hall has issued an ap- 
peal to the public-spirited people of 
the city to aid in the work. He 
states: 

“To raise the sum of $250,000, 
which is imperative at the present 
time, it is going to require the vol- 
untary services of a large number 
of people who have the welfare work 
of Atlanta at heart and who are will- 
ing to sacrifice some time and effort 
to assist in securing the money 
needed; 

“The campaign of last winter failed 
to reach its goal not so much through 
an unwillingness of the public to re- 
spond to the appeal, but it was due 
to the inability of the campaign or- 
ganization to secure sufficient work- 
ers to canvass the city. I speak with 
considerable certinty, for it was my 
observation that a vast majority of 
all people who were approached last 
Winter subscribed to the fund. 

“It only remains for us to get 
enough assistance this fall, and we 
can raise not only the $250,000 need- 
|ed, but we can easily exceed this 
amount by giving every person in the 
city an opportunity to contribute. | 


Much Help Needed. 


“The campaign committee of the 
Five Way Financial federation will 
have occasion to call upon a large 
| number of people for assistance. We 
shall be as light in our demands as 
possible. If there is a ready re- 
sponse, no one ‘worker will have to 
give more than two or three days’ 
time; but if many hang back and 
fail to respond, it will mean that the 
few people who do volunteer their 
services will have to sacrifice a great 
deal more time than they rightly 
shoutd be expected to do. 

“We are faced with a larger task 
than we had last year for two rea- 
sons: First, there is a deficit from 
the February campaign which must 
be met.

Up Big Lead in Ist Half; 3 


Final Score Is 24 to 10 


New Shift Play is Responsible For Much of F 


The Ground Gained by Centre 
Colonels in Harvard’s Stadium. 


Cambridge, Masg., October 21.— 
(By the Associated’ Press.)—Over- 
whelmed by a first period collection 
of 21 pointe, Centre college was de- 
feated by Harvard in the stadium 
here this afternoon by a final score 
of 24 to 10, but the cold figures do 
not tell the courageous battle staged 
by the southerners in the later pe- 
riods of play—a battle which lifted 
the game from a drab defeat into a 
thriltng struggle that clamped 50,000 
spectators to their seats unti] the 
closing second of the contest. 

For more than two hours, lapsed 
time considered, the two elevens bat- 
tled in a furious mixture of bad and 
brilliant football and it was in part 
careless handling of the ball in cru- 


downfall of the Danville, Ky., com- 
bination. It was the valedictory of | 
the southernerg in the Harvard sta- 
dium for some seasons to come. Yet 
in their passing all thoughts of loose- 
ness in the play which paved the way 
for a Crimson victory will be forgot- 
ten in the brighter recollections of the 
fighting spirit and sensational charges 
which Centre flung forth in the face 
of almost certain defeat, 

Three tf#mes in the first period of 
15 minutes actual play, Harvard cross- 
ed Centre’s goal line, due, in part, 
to the Colonel’s inability to hold the 
ball, and to the Crimson’s almost un- 
canny sense of sphere following, plus 
super-judgment as ‘to when and how 
to strike for scores. The team which 
a year ago defeated Harvard 6 to 0 
saw the Crimson score within two 
minutes after the opening kickoff, al- 
moet a gift touchdown at the very be- 
ginning of play. 

Centre Came Back. 

Yet, in the face of this gridiron 
disaster, Centre came back and not 
only outplayed the Cambridge ma- 


chine in the final periods of the game, 
but scored a touchdowr in addition 
to an earlier field goal. It was the 
wonderful spirit of courage and bat- 
tle to the end that thrilled and 
aroused the thousands’ of spectators 
and caused them time and again to 
emit the rebel yell, or at least the 
best imitation of the rea] southern 
article that an enthusiastic northerner 
could produce in rooting for a lost 
cause. 

Had the fates which guard football 
destiny been a little more generous it 
might have been that victory would 
have winged its way southward to- 
night with the Centre team instead of 
eamping in the “Cambridge quarters 
of the Crimson. It cannot be truth- 
fully said that Centre was a better 
football team today than Harvard, 
but there was not the difference in 
playing ability that the score would 
appear to indicate if the occasional 
but costly lapses of form and luck 
were eliminated, : 

A comparison of the first touchdown 
scored by each eleven gives an indi- 
eation of the contrast and the breaks. 
Harvard opened the contest by kick- 
ing the ball across the southerner’s 
line and Centre began with a scrim- 
mage on her own 20-yard line. On 
the second play Snowday, in an effort 
to cirele Harvard's right wing, ran 
across the field. A Crimson tackler 
partly checked his dash and the col- 
tision caused him to drop the ball. 
Following the inflated leather like 
hounds keen on.a hot scent came Cam- 
bridge players ever alert to seize on 
the slightest slip of their opponents.

The ball sailed into Quar- 
terback Covington’s arms and he dash- 
ed and twisted his way from his own 
15-yard line to Harvard’s 34-yard line

The shrewdness and keen football 
sense and education of the Cambridge 


players was demonstrated when after 
being almost stunned by Centre’s line 
shifting tactics they soon mastered 
the puzzling shift. When Centre un- 
covered the shift, the players lined 
up in their regular position, buf turn- 
ed at right angles and marched with 
arms on shoulders and in lock step 
te the right or left. 

This marching was reversed from 
one to three times until the one or 
the other end player had‘all but pass- 
ed the ball reposing on the turf. 
Then suddenly he would scoop it up 
and toss it quickly to the backs who 
had also marched in line a few yards 
in the rear of their forwards. Then 
the entire eleven players would hurl 
themselves’ on the one side of the 
Harvard Jine. 

The Crimson quickly learned to 
shift back and forth with the Colonels 
end thus opposed virtually the full 
strength of the Harvard team against 
the rush. 

If there was an element of luck in 
Harvard’s first touchdown, there is 
no quetsion that the Crimson’s second 
score was the reward of straight foot- 
ball tactics. Buell took Covington's 
punt on the Crimson’s 40-yard line, 
running the ball back 14 yards before 
he was tackled. Owen and Gehrke 
tore through for first down on Ceén- 
tre’s 28-yard line. The’ Crimson 
backfield smashed its way'te another 
first down on the Colonels’ 10-vard 
mark and Owen brought the ball four 
yards nearer the Kentuckian’s gon!

“Playing the Game” Is Important 


On the tide of the athletic boom now under way in the state, the 
growing interest among Georgia lasses and women in sports afield and in 
doors rises high above all developments in recent years for the best in-4 
terests of clear, wholesome, beneficial sports. 

Men who have the welfare of Georgia athletics most at heart are 
welcoming the coming of women to the fields of play as happy augury 
for the uplift of the general athletic plane, the development of a better 
understanding of the true spirit of contest and the bringing about of a 
sturdier, more rugged and nobler race of boys and girls for the big games| 
of sports and the really big game of life. 

In surveying the athletic trend in the state it is more apparent every}: 
day that the girls. and young women are finding themselves in athletics 
that formerly were left entirely to the male of the species, for no reason 
whatever except possibly that fallacious tradition that held up our women 
as the flowers of the gentler pursuits. 

Program Increasing. 

The girls’ athletic program in Georgia has not reached the point of 
widespread inter-scholastic athletics, such as carried on by the boys of 
the south_and the girls’ colleges of the north, but there is a notable in- 
crease in the number of girls’ schools now preparing to enter competitive 
teams. Basketball is the game more highly developed by them at the 
present time, but golf, tennis:and track and campus games,are coming in 
for much favor also. 

At virtually every school throughout she s@ate where the attendance 
of girls runs high, the lasses are refusing to be denied of the thrills that 
come of matching strength and wits with each others, that splendidly ex- 
hilirating thrill that pulsates with the gaining of a hard-earned victory and 
that equally fine thrill of leaving the field beaten when one knows that 
one’s best has been given. 

It is not wholly unlikely that the near future will find the school 
girls of.Georgia engaging in sports under the control of a state associa- 
tion. Better yet would be two associations, one for the college girls and 
another for the preparatory school girls. ' 

Athletics have made notable advancement in recent years at Wes- 
leyan, Bessie Tift, Shorter, Cox, Agnes Scott, Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college (now the Georgia State College for Women), the State Normal 
school, LaGrange Female college, Brenau and many others. 

Most of these. schools have for years had regular programs of track 
athletic, generally coming to tbe climax with an annual inter-class or 
inter-society meet. Virtually all of them have been engaging in basket- 
ball to a great extent among themselves at each school, and in Atlanta, 
Macon, Savannah and Columbus inter-scholastic contests are held. © 

Future Champions. 

From many of these girls Georgia will draw her future Alexa Stir- 
lings, the tennis champions and the track stars. 

It has been no part of wisdom for the girls to leave athletics to the 
male of the species. Nothing is greater toward building up the very finest 
in womanly physical and moral beauty. The spirit of'the game is some-4 
thing that has beet sadly neglected in the education of girls in the past. 
It is an important part jn the career of every person to be well schooled 
in the. business-of giving and taking, of struggling against odds, at trying 
and failing and striving on in spite of it all. ;

BORAH AND PLATFORMS. 
Senator. Borah, of Idaho, delivered 
a speech a few days ago in behalf 
of the restoration of the diréct 
primary system in his state, in the 
course of which he said, in effect, 
that a political party platform is 
nothing more nor less than a scrap 
of paper. 

The republican party in Idaho is 
committed, by its 1922 platform, to 
the nominating convention system. 

Senator Borah, who nominally, at 
least, belongs to that party, is per- 
sonally engaged in a campaign to 
bring about the election of repub- 
licans and at the same time the re- 
pudiation of the anti-primary plank 
in the republican platform. 

The senator has publicly advised 
the republican nominee fos governor 
to disavow the platform upon which 
he was nominated, and upon which 
he has made his campaign thus far. 

Defending that advice, the pro- 
priety and political morality of 
which has been questioned by Idaho 
republican leaders, Senator Borah 
Said to an audience of Idaho citi- 
zens; 

“I don't care two cents about a 
platform. Nobody knows tonight 
what the platform was upon which 
‘Harding was elected. Who pays any 
attention to a platform in congress? 
All of. this rot about making and 
writing a platform is forgosten be- 
fore you get home.” 

. One of the chief evils in Ameri- 
can government arises out of the 
fact that too oftén the voters elect 
to office men who “don’t care two 
cents about a platform’—men who 
use a platform as an instrumentality 
through which to catch votes dnd 
to be discarded and forgotten after 
election. 

A platform fs a party’s pledge to 
the people, and the pledge of every 
candidate who accepts it. 

The mere fact that ‘platforms

‘ Few men who have been identified 
with the governmental affairs of 
Georgia enjoyed a wider personal 
acquaintance or stood higher in the 
esteem of the people of the state 
than did General Nash. 

Although trained for a commercial 
career, and successful as a business 
man, he gravitated early in life to a 
military career. 

It was truthfully said of him that 
he was “a born soldier,” and it was 
as a soldier and as a military or- 
ganizer and disciplinarian that he 
achieved his greatest success. 

For years he was at the head of 
the National Guard erganization in 
| Georgia, receiving appointment to 
the adjutant-generalship from one 
governor after another, largely as 
a matter of course, for he was re- 
garded throughout the state as being 
the one man logically, by training 
and temperament, fitted for the of- 
fice. 

No ‘man ever did more than he 
in the development of the Georgia 
National. Guard and in keeping it 
up to an enviable standard of ef- 
ficiency. 

In two wars—the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war and the world war—as 
well as in times of peace, Adjutant- 
General Nash served his country 
and his state with credit and dis- 
tinction as a director of military 
activities. 

He deserved well of the country, 
and he deserved well of the state 
to which he rendered distinguished 
service as a military organizer and 
executive and as a citizen. 

The son of a distinguished .fa- 
ther, who was closely and conspic- 
uously identified with the military 
and commercial history of the south, 
Georgia and Atlanta, General Nash 
will be long remembered for the 
conspicuous service rendered by 
him to the military arm of the 
state. 

His death, with that of Lieutenant 
Hugh M. Butler, and the probably 
fatal injury to Major Charles H. Cox, 
is a tragedy that evokes the sympa-

Here is excellent proof of Mr.

It 
delights in vituperation. It revels in 
scandal. It is always on the side of 
the man or journal making the 


charges, no matter how slight the 
probability that the accused is guilty. 
. - » It is known to every newspaper 
publisher of the slightest professional 
intelligence; all successful newspapers 
are ceaselessly querulous and bellicose. 
They never defend any one or anything 
if they can help it; if the job is forced 
upon them, they tackle it by denounc- 
ing some one or something else. The 
plan never fails.” Abuse of ourSelves 
may not be more pleasing than abuse 
of our more contiguous neighbors, but 
it is as irresistible as a palmist or a 
fortune-teller or a maker of tintypes— 
as any of those eternal appenls to in: 
satiable human vanity: apparently we 
would all rather be reviled than pass 
unnoticed. And, in the quite fresh 
third series, the whole United States 
may have the pleasure of seeing itself 
denounced which only the late Confed- 
erary enjoyed two yéars ago—the first 
page is entitled “On Being an Amer!l- 
can.” , 

This indictment, which runs to some 
fifty-two pages, would seem to be an 
elaborate expansion of the brief apol- 
ogy for living in the United States 
which Mr. Mencken wrote for the New 
York Nation last December. ‘There 
are, it appears, three reasons why Mr. 
Mencken remains on the dock, wrapped

L. R. Bigler, who was interviewed 
this week, explains the difference be- | 
tween the ordinary blow mattress

“The average housewife,” says Mr. 
Bigler, “today is not aware of the 
fact that when she callS“a renovater 
up to work over her old mattress all 
that she gets is a new ticking. The 
process that is used is a cotton gin 
with the ticking tied on the opposite 
end. The cotton is then fed to the 
gin and of course it blows both cot- 
ton, dust and anything else that 
might be contained in her maitress 
right back into the ticking, This 
job is not satisfactory as mattresses 
will get lumpy and of course you 
have thrown your money away.

‘Mrs. Farmer Reports 
On Co-Qperation 
In Farm Work 


Mrs. Ira E. Farmer, of Thom- 
son, one of the most dynamic work- 
ers in the Georgia federation, re- 
ported in Athens on an important 
phase of federation activity—that of 
promoting sentiment for a home dem- 
onstration agent in every county as 
follows: 

Home demonstration work -is ap- 
plied education, and visual education, 
and vocational training carried di- 
rect into the home. It brings health 
and beauty and convenience and 
source of income to the busy house- 
wife who cannot leave home to learn 
how to improve her methods, lighten 
her labor, and care for the health of 
her household. It teaches the girls 
in the home how to care for the home. 

In January, I came to the college 
while the county and district agents 
were here in conference and asked 
that the women at this meeting be 
shown just what this work means. 
The beautiful exhibit here is the an- 
swer, If you look at it with a see- 
ing eye and an understanding heart, 
it will need no words of mine to show 
you the importance of this depart- 
ment of your federation. 

An enabling act was passed at last 
session of legislature so that there is 
no longer any question of the right 
of county officials to pay these work- 
ers. In 1914 the Georgia legislature 
accepted the terms of the Smith- 
Lever act, by which the state was to 
match these funds except for the first 
$10,000. Last year the legislature 
refused to make the necess ap- 
prepriation, thereby losing arge 
part of the federal funds, 

I spoke before six of the district 
conventions and accepted as many 
other invitations as time and means 
would permit. I have had the most 
magnificent and whoele-hearted  co- 
operation from the club women. In 
several instances the agents have been 
continued through their efforts. ‘The 
Augusta club women took the Tenth 
district club girls into their homes 
during the district bread contest. If 
every individual club woman will let 
her county officials and her legisla- 
ter know that the Georgia Federation 
wants home demonstrators and the 
funds, with which to pay her, we will 
soon reach our goal. A home demon- 
strator in every, county. —

In 1916, at the New York bi-ennial, 
the Illinois delegation presented reso- 
lutions announcing that a committee 
of 400 Illinois club women had com- 
pleted the most cmprehensive survey 
of motion picture theaters ever made 
anywhere, 1,755 having been reviewed 
in five months, and had found that an 
alarming percentage at that time were 
of such character as to tend to the de- 
linguency of youth and give a wrong 
idea of American homes. They sug- 
gested that the General Federation 
conduct a general survey of the mo- 
tion picture situation and report back 
to the next bi-ennial. 

Two years were thus given to con- 
sideration. 

At the 1918 bi-ennial, held in Hot 
Springs in 1918, the results of surveys 
made in Arkansas, Michigan, South

1921 and in three months of the 
present year, together with the efforts 
put forth in previous years, the work- 
ers of the association, according to 
the general secretary, Rev. Crawford 
Jackson, formed agencies that aided

Will Need $100,000. 

The Junior Republic will be built 
and equipped largely by public sub- 
scription, by the free will offerings of 
people throughout the south, as the 
work of the juvenile association has 
been south-wide for a number of years. 
It is estimated that $100,000 will be 
needed for the erection and equipment 
of the buildings.

“The committee found themselves 
faced with a difficule problem in the 
selection of an‘estate that would 
prove snitable.%o «he wants of either 
gardening or farming smal!-holders. 
It had to be on good ldnd, near a 
market, adaptable to cutting up into 
small lots withéut too great expense, 
and containing separate housing. An 
added difficulty was that in 1019 the 
price of land had reached an exceed- 
ingly high level. The donors, however, 
were anxious to have the estate ready 
for ex-service women. After a great 
many fruitless journeys about the 
country, an estate of ninety-three 
acres was finally purchased at Ling- 
field in Surrey. 

“Wire Mill, Lingfield, comprises 
twenty-two acres planted with bush 
apples in full bearing; a lake of four- 
teen acres, and a wood of four acres; 
seven acres of arable; thirty-six acres, 
of gtass land, and some rough graz- 
ing. The main house is a large mod- } 
ern residence containing eight bed- 
rooms, three sitting rooms and it has 
a nice garden. There are alsv three 
cottages on the estate and a mill. It 
is situated on a good high road, mo- 
tor buses connecting it with Ling- 
field and East Grinstead market, 
stopping at the gate. 

“The small holdings committee of 
the Women’s Farm and Garden asso- 
ciation had always felt convinced that 
an entire living could not be made 
from this type of small-holding run by 
women.
